Piisrellaneong. 
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For the Patriot 
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Mr. Flint, or Flynt as at that period most 
frequently spelt, the colleague of Mr. Tomp- 
son, came to New England in the year 1635. 
He was admitted to the Boston First Church. 
November 15, the same year, and was made 
freeman, May 25th, 1636. The inference is, 
that be came from Matlock, in the County of 
Dethyehire, England. He also became im- 
bued with the coctrines of Mr. Wheeiright ; 
and to prevent him from being excommuni- 
cated, he made a servile recantation, and be- 
came a ready instrument in their hands to 
destroy the so-called heterodoxy that had pre- 
vailed at the Mount. The foilowing ex- 
tract is taken from the Wonder-Working- 
Providence : 

“ They had formerly one Mr. Wheelright 
to preach to them, (till this government cou!d 
no longer contain them) they, many of them, 
in the mean time, belonging to the Church of 

|Christ in Boston, but after his departure, 
{they gathered into a Church themselves; 
having some enlargement of land, they began 
to be well peopled, calling to office among 
therm, the reverend and godly Mr. Tompson 
and Mr. Flynt, the one to the office of Pas- 
tor, the other of a Teacher ; the people are 
purged by their industry, from the sour ieav- 
en of those sinful opinions that began to 
spread, and if any remain among then, it is 
very covert.” 

In 1639-40, Mr. Flynt received a grant of 
land from Boston, amounting to eighty acres. 
“ And agsin, the 29th, 5th month, 1644, the 
Jand within the common fence at Braintry, 
near the Knight’s Neck, belonging to Boston, 
is hereby sold unto Matson, James Pen- 
niman. Moses Payne, Francis Eliot, for 5s. 
| per acre, be it more or less, io be paid in 
corn and cattle, within one month into the 
hands cf Mr. Henry Flynt, of Braintry, for 
his own use, on cons:deration of his late loss, 


through the hands of God’s Providence by 
fire.” 


Mr. Flynt was ordained teacher of the 
| Braintree First Church, March 17th, 1640, 
}and was about thirty-two years of age at the 
time of his settlement. During the adminis- 
tration of Mr. Tompson and Mr. Flynt, Mr. 
Hancock remarks, “ there were 204 adult 
members of this church. Ihave alsoa re- 
cord, in Mr. Flynt’s manuscript, of baptisms 
from April 30th, 1643, to March Ist, 1667-8, 
though I am jealcus there are some omissions ; 
I cannot 

find any account of baptisms in the time of 
vacancy between Mr. Flynt’s death and Mr. 
Fiske's settlement.” 

Mr. Henry Flynt, teacher of the First 
;Church, Braintree, cied Apri! 27th. 1668, 
laged 61 years, having survived the pastor, 
Mr. Tompson, a little over a year and four 
}months, and his remains he euterred in our 
jburving ground. A stone over them bears 

the following inscription, iz commemoration | 
of him and his wife : 

“ Here lies interred the body of Rev. Mr. 


ad | Henry Flynt, who came to New England, in | which con 


|the year 1635, was ordained the first Teach- | 
ler ofthe Church, Braintry, 1639, and diec, | 
|April 271h, 1668. He had the character | 
jof a gentleman remarkable tor his piety, 
learning, wisdom and fidelity in his office. 
By him onhis right hand, lies the body of 
| Margery, his beloved consort, who died, 
| March, 1686-7. Her maiden name was Hoar. 
| She was a gentlewoman of piety, prudence, 
jand pectliarly accomplished for instructing 
young gentlewomen; many being sent to 
| her from other towns, especially from Boston. 
| They descended from ancient and good fam- 
| ies in England.” 

Over the grave of this venerated clergy- 
man will be seen a large square stone. It 
was the custom in the early days of our 
fathers, to place stones over the graves of 
the deceased, as a protection against the 
ravages of wolves, who came in large num- 
bers, and devoured the bodies that were 
buried. 

The follc wing is the record of Mr. Fiynt’s 
children, viz: Dorothy, born July 2lst, 1642; 
Annah born, Sept. 11th, 1643 ; Josiah born, 
Aug. 24th, 1645; Margaret born, June 20th, 
1647; Joanna born, Feb. 18, 1648; David 
born, Jan. 11th, 1651; Seth born, April 
2d, 1653; Ruth born, Jan. 3lst, 1654; Cot- 
ton and John born, Sept. 16th, 1656. Of 
these, Margaret, David and the twins, Cot- 
ton and John died 1n infancy. Josiah be- 
came a minister, and preached here some- 
time, and was finally ordained at Dorchester, | 
Dec 27th, 1671. Mr. Flynt married for his | 
wife, Margery Hoar, sister of Leonard Hoar, 
who was third President of Harvard Coilege, 
and resided here until his death. 

Below we give a copy of Mr. Firat's Will, | 
it will be seen by this that he was possessed | 
of a comfortable estate for those times : 


“ Concerning my children and estate, until | 
my wife or any of the children marry, | leave | 
all my estate in the power and to the wisdom |

The Granite Business of Quincy- 


“The Supervisory Committee of the Norfolk 
Agricultural Society, on their visit to this 
town, elicited the following intelligence in 
regard to the origin anc importance of the 
quarrying’ of granite from Messrs. George 
Penniman and Thomas Hollis, which will be 
published in their Report connected with the 
annua! transactions of said Society :— 

The first building of note for which the 
Quincy granite was used, was King’s Chapel, 
in Boston, erected in 1749, the stone of which 
it was built having been “ picked up” 1n the 
woods. It wae not quarried —the spliiting of 
stone by wedges being then unknown or not 
practised here. Boulders were broken by 
hammers to such an extent as was practicable 
for obtaining pieces of the desired size. The 
first quarrying was in procuring the stone of 
which the Stutes Prison at Charlestown was 
built, in JG1S(?)~- About this time the light- 
colored granite from Ckelmsford, Concord, 
N. H., &c., began to be used for building in 
Boston to considerable extent. In 1817, the 
old Dedham jail was built of Quincy granite, 


Franklin Williams.

He loved his fellow-men and constantly | 
sauimed to do good to all within his sphere of | 
action; thereby carrying out in daily practise 
one of the high injunctions of our Divine 
Master. Highly conscientious in every trans- | 
action of life, he was, indeed, the noblest of | 
God’s works—an honest man. 

No tongee could truthfully lisp a word 
against Mr. Willard. His life was so unsul- 
lied, and the priceless virtues of benevolence | 
shone so bright in his every day walks, that 
he had no enemies. Of al! men we ever met 
with, in the performance of good deeds in a 
humble and quiet way, he was the most dis- 
interested. 

There ie not a person living in the West 
District of Quincy, among his many friends 
and neighbors, who does not grieve with un-, 
feigned saduess at his departore to the unseen 
world. The tears of many who have partak- 
en of his benefactions will be shed over his | 
tomb. 

For more then a generation past, Mr. Wil- 
lard has resided, universaliv bejoved and rc- 
epected, in Quincy. He was a native of 
Worcester County, in Massachusetts, and his 
family connections were higlily respectable. 
In early life he came to Boston asa mechan- 
ic; and subsequently Uccame oneminent ar- 
chitect of the city. 

lie was one of ihe earliest projectors of 
Buuker Hill Monument, and coeatributed 
largely towards its erection. The original 
models of the Monument are etill ia his office. 

In 1826, with the advice and aid of the late 
Hion. Thomas H. Perkins and others, he de- 
signed and surveyed with his oewa hands the 
Quincy Granite Railway, the first ever built 
m the Onited States. Indeed, he was the | 
architect of many public buildings, including | 
the Town House of Quincy. | 

His scientific tastes were of a respectabte 
order, as his library will show; particularly 
tn the science of Geology. But hs real use- 
fulness and good works are particularly ex- 
emplified in the neighborhood where he so 
quietly and unobtrusively paesed the evening 
of life. 

A friend to public improvements, with bui | 
limited means, he tiberal!y contributed to the 
jaring outand building many of the streeis | 
end avenves that pervade the westerly part | 
of Quincy. Many of which ke Built, or now 
siand partially cempleted at his own expense 
and personal labor. He was a great bene- 
factor to the beautiful School House on 
Copeland Street, that so deservedly bears his 
name. In -1836, he was instrumental wit 
others, in the development of the imnin street 
of Granite Village, from the cld Plymouth 
Road to Braintree; and the town, without! 
his knowledge, unanimously gave it his hon- 
ored name—may KF never be changed. 


To Mr. James Hall, a venerated citizen 
now living of &F years, aided materially by | 
Mr. Willare, are the citizens of this portion 
of the Town indebted for the Halil Cemetery, 
another “* Sweet Auburn.” Days and wecks | 
has he toiled, wishout pecumary reward, to 
Jay out and beautify this lasting resting place 
ot the dead. No longer ago than the past 
season, be was busily engaged for some time 
on this consecrated spot, that all might be} 
finished to his mind ; and as if it would soon 
be the repository where his own mortal re- | 
imains would repose, in the midst of an in- | 
dustrial community, who cherished towards | 
him when living, with one accord, respect | 
and gratitude.

There is much controversy about the deliv- 
| ering up of fugitives from service or labor.— 
The clause | now read is as plainly written 
jiu the Constitution as any other of its provi- 
}sions: 
“No person held to service or labor in one 
| State under the laws thereot, escaping into 
janother, shall in consequence of any law or 
regulation therein be discharged trom such 
service or labor, but shall be delivered up on 
laim of the party to whom such service or 
labor may be due.” 

Itis scarcely questioned by any citizen 
that this provision was intended by those who 
made it for ihe reclaiming of what we call 
fugitive slaves, and the intention of the law- 
givers is the law. All members of Congress 


To the proposition, then, that slaves whose 
enses come within the terms of this clause, 
shall be delivered up, their oaths are unani- 
mous. Now if they would make the effort 
in good temper, could they not with nearly 
equal unanimity frame and pass a law by 
means of which to keep good that unanimous 
oath ? 

There 1s some difference of opinion wheth-
